Smallpox 


Following a year in which only five scattered smallpox cases were reported 

in Japen, an outbresk involving approximately 10 persons occurred, starting 7 
February in a Military Laundry in Kobe. The first crop of cases had onsets 
verying from the 7th to the 13th, Four other suspect cases with onsets up to 
the 24th of February are uncer observatinn, The route of infection has not as 

yet been clearly determined. All efforts to find:a possible preceding case 
have failed, An intensive immunization cempaign is being conducted in Kobe end 
vicinity and has been in a lerge vart completed. 


In addition to the Kove incident one case of smallpox has been reported in 
a chila from Nagoya. In this case the diagnosis is extremely questionable, The 
onset was 1l February. Preventive measures have been taken and there. have been 
no seconasry cases. 


On 23 February word was received thet en epicemic of suspected smellpox 
involving 12 people, of which seven are infents, hed been going on siace 28 Jan- 
uery in Kamesaki-mura, Muraketa-gun, Fukuoka-ken, There was no aoctor in this — 
village ana the cases came to the sttention of the health authorities by eccidaent. 
Further investigation is being conaucted,

Rabies Control Program 


A nation-wide survey of enforcement measures taken by prefectural officials 
since the inception of the Rabies Control Law No. 247, 26 August 1950 un to dl 
December 1950 revealed the fact that 855,830 aogs haa been registered, and — 
847,503 dogs- immunized, In addition 786 dog catchers had been employed and 339 
dog pounds put into operation, Whide the results so far are considered commend=. 
able, the progrem is aimed at having the estimated total of two million dogs 
registered and immunized immediately. A total of 800 dog pouncs, one for each 
heslth center district, with the vermanent employment of st lerst 1,600 dog 
catchers is proposed. An effort is also being made to obtain trensportstion for 


the aog catchers in the form of foot ariven or motor driven tricycles with cage 
cerriers sttached, 


Although the Kento region has been the seat of rebies infection, three cases | 
were recently reported in Hyogo prefecture, These are the first cases reported 
in this prefecture and only the second time that rabies has been confirmed, 
outsiae of the Kento region, since the beginning of the occupetion. 


Work on the sdeptation of bovine rincerpest virus to the chick embryo is 

progressing faborably uncer the cirection of Dr, Kanem>tsu Fukusho, thief of the 

Kyushu Branch of the National Experimental Ststion for Animel Hygiane, The 

virus is now in the 130th C.A, memberence passmge, end seperately in the 53rd 

lk sac pessege. The C.A, membrene-passeged virus seems to be grecually attenu~— 

ed, in consequence of longer periec of time between inocul»tion nd death, and 

le sened clinicel symptoms in test calves, The test calf inoculated with the ~ 
th passage virus recovered after showing typicel sumptoms.
